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INTRODUCTION 

This was my first attempt at translating a book. I started in 
2011, in response to a question forwarded to me about making du c a 
after salah. After completing the rough translation of Shaykh 
c Abdul-Fattah Abu Ghuddah’s three booklets on du c a after salah, the 
files languished on my computer for a while, were proofread by a 
brother in the community with an English degree (may Allah bless 
him), and then languished some more. Towards the end of 2017, I 
attempted to track down the ahadlth mentioned in the book and 
attached the ones I found in the endnotes. While doing so I found 
out the book had been translated and published by people more 
capable than myself and decided to turn my efforts to other 
projects. 








FOREWORD 

§ 

In the name of Allah, The Beneficent, The Merciful 

All praises are for Allah alone. May blessings and peace be upon the 
Last Prophet, upon his family, companions, and those who followed 

his example 1 . 

I was asked whether du c a [supplication] after the fard. salah 
[obligatory prayer] was sunnah [practice of the Prophet] or not, 
and whether it was better to make it before the sunnah 
mu’akkadah [emphasized sunnah] or after. 

I replied that undoubtedly, du c a after the fard is a sunnah, and 
leaving it out is not good, especially in the case of the imam 2 . It is 
permissible to make it before or after the sunnah mu’akkadah; 
however, it is better to make it before as long as the du c a is not 
very long. 

Some of the learned of the time have agreed with me. Others 
have disagreed with me, taking their proofs from narrations 
transmitted from some of the books offiqh [i.e. jurisprudence].

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In this booklet, I have quoted ahadith [pi. hadlth: approvals, 
disapprovals, actions, and sayings of the Prophet] and reliable 
fiqhi narrations that prove it is not makruh [disliked] to make du c a 
after the obligatory prayers. In fact, these references show that it 
is the better thing to do 3 .1 began writing on Thursday, the 19 th of 
Safar in the 1,168 th year after the prophetic migration, and named 
it: The Desired Gift Concerning the Superiority of Supplication after the 
Obligatory Prayers. 

I have divided the booklet into two chapters and a 
conclusion. The first chapter deals with the fact that du c a after 
the fard. is a sunnah. The second chapter shows that du c a after the 
fard. salah and before the sunnah is permissible without any 
dislike. It further proves that making du c a before the sunnah is 
better than making it after as long as the du c a is a short one. The 
conclusion lists the narrations used as proofs by those who 
disagree with this view, offers a response to them, and 
summarizes the booklet.

Despite holding this opinion, Shaykh Mubarakpuri gives preference to the 
view that this action is allowed in view of the proofs. I have quoted his 
speech at the end of this compilation on page 145-146. - c Abdul-Fattah.

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CHAPTER ONE 

§ 

This chapter shows that du c a after the fard is a sunnah, and 
presents those ahadlth proving this. 

I begin, seeking help from Allah, the Exalted: 

(l) Abu Umamah al-Bahilly (May Allah be pleased with 
him) said: Someone asked, "0 Messenger of Allah, which du c a is 
more readily accepted? 4 5 " He replied, "In the middle of the last 
portion of the night, and after the fard salah." (Sunnan TirmidhI, 
c Amal Al-Yawm Wal Layl by Nasa’f. TirmidhI said: This hadith is 
hasan.y 

In his Persian commentary 6 on Mishkah, c Allamah c Abdul-Haq 
Dihlawi said, “The apparent meaning of his statement ‘After the

Note: Aside from what we have mentioned, there are an 
abundance of ahadith that are narrated about du c a and dhikr after 
salah generally, or after the fard salah (specifically). They are 
mentioned in Hisn al-Hasin by Ibn al-Jazara, c Amal al-Yawm Wa al¬ 
lay/ by Ibn as-Sunnl, and Kalimah al-Tayyib by Suyuti, 28 etc. 
However, I have confined myself to this amount which is 
sufficient for a believer who is doing righteous actions. 

Furthermore, there are hadith in which disapproval has been 
shown for that one who does not make du c a after salah.

2:24-26 clearly shows that he considers it to be sahih.

Taba'asu means ‘be humble in du c a. It is from the 
word Bu's with the meaning of humility and showing one's 
poverty and need.

It is known that the command to raise the hands in du c a is 
proof that this du c a is the one made after the salam, since 
no one says that you would raise your hands in the du c a 
made before the salam. 32

Note: It is established by all the prophetic ahadith we have 
mentioned in this section that the du c a after the obligatory salah 
is sunnah. 

An objection may be made that Shaykh c Abdul-Haq Dihlawiy 
(May Allah have mercy on him) has mentioned in his 
commentary on Sir at al-Mustaqim: 

“The practice common in the Arab and 
non-Arab lands (that is, in his time) where the 
Imams and the followers make du c a together after 
the salam is not part of the guidance of the Prophet 
Hf nor does any hadith mention it; it is merely a 
bid c ah that is deemed to be good.” 

There are various responses to (this claim): 

Firstly: The author of Miftqh al-S alah, c Allamah Fath Muhammad 
ibn Shaykh Tsa al-Shattari, mentioned in his book Futuh al-Awrad 
that Shaykh c Abdul-Haq only passed the ruling that it was a bid c ah 
because he was unaware of any hadith in the six sahih 
compilations, etc. relating to du c a after salah.

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Secondly: If Shaykh c Abdul-Haq meant that the basis of du c a after 
salah is bid c ah, then there is no doubt that his statement is 
incorrect since it is refuted by all of the prophetic ahadith that we 
mentioned, proving that making du c a after the fard salah is a 
sunnah. 

Thirdly: Supposing that Shaykh c Abdul-Haq meant that du c a after 
salah in this specific manner (i.e. raising the hands and saying 
“amin” by the followers) is bid c ah, then this is also incorrect: 
raising the hands is a sunnah of du% wiping the face with the 
hands after the du c a is one of the sunan of du c a, and the statement 
“amm” by the listeners is one of the sunan of du c a as well. These 
things are, however, from the mustahab sunan and not the 
emphasized ones. 

Saying that something composed of sunan that have been 
narrated is bid c ah is incorrect 44 . As for raising the hands being a 
sunnah in du c a, this is established by the hadith.

“From Khallad ibn al-Sa’ib from his father.”™ 1

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CHAPTER TWO 

§ 

This chapter deals with the following: 

1. It is permissible, without any dislike, to make du c a 

right after the fard. salah, before preforming the 
sunnah. 

2. This is preferable to making du c a after the sunnah. 

From what we have mentioned in the first chapter, you 
already know that du c a after the obligatory prayers is a sunnah. 
The discussion of whether or not it is makruh (disliked) to make 
du c a after the obligatory prayers but before the sunnah still 
remains. 

Note: The ahadlth that we mentioned in the first 
chapter all indicate, by their literal wording, that 
the supplication of the Prophet Hf occurred 
immediately after the salam, before he prayed the 
sunan, as is obvious from the statements of the 
narrators of those ahadith (e.g. When he made 
salaam; when he turned away; after every fard 
salah, etc.). ‘When’ ('^') is used to show something 
happening immediately after the previously 
mentioned thing, 
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The companions who narrated many of these 
ahadith clearly state that they heard the Prophet 
W supplicating with those du c a after the 
obligatory salah. It is known that the habit of the 
Prophet HI was to perform the sunan and nawafil, 
in the house, not the masjid. Therefore, if the 
Prophet HI did not recite these du c a immediately 
after the obligatory prayers, before proceeding to 
his house, the companions never would have 
heard them from the Prophet HI, as is quiet 
obvious. 

There are a number of ahadith proving that the Prophet §1 
prayed the sunan and nawafil at home: 64 

(l) c Abdullah ibn Shaqlq (May Allah be pleased with him) 
said: 

“I asked c Aishah (May Allah, most High, be pleased 
with her) about the salah of the Messenger of Allah fH. 
She replied, ‘He used to pray four rak c ah in my house 
before Z uhur after which he would go out and lead the 
people in Z uhur salah. Then he would enter (my house) 
and pray two rakdah. After a while he would go out and 
lead the people in c Asr and Maghrib, then he would 
(return) and perform two rak c ah. Later on he would 
lead the people in c Isha, then he would enter my house

Note: All of these ahadlth prove that he HI used to pray the 
sunan and nawafil in the house. The first hadith is a clear proof, 
while the remainder are a proof because it is clear that when it 
comes to worship he fH normally did not abandon the most 
virtuous and beloved of those acts. 

Thus, it is known from these ahadlth that the Prophet HI 
used to make the du c a that are narrated from him immediately 
after finishing the fard salah, before proceeding to his house and 
praying the sunan and nawafil. Because of this, his companions 
heard him making those du c a, and memorized them from him

CONCLUSION 
PART 1 

§ 

An objection may be given that there is a narration in 
Muslim 71 on the authority of c Aishah (May Allah most High be 
pleased with her) that he Hf did not sit after the salam except the 
amount that he would say: “0 Allah, you are al-Salam...”*™ 11 

We have four responses: 

The first response: This hadith has a weak chain because its 
central narrators are the following three: 

(A) Abu Khalid al-Ahmar, whose name is Sulayman ibn 
Hayyan al-Azdi al-Kufl. Hafiz Ibn Hajr said in Tahdhib al-Tahdhlb 72 : 

“Abu Baler Al-Razi mentioned in As-Sunan, ‘The 
scholars of hadith have agreed that Abu Khalid is 
not a hafiz and that he narrated, from Ahnash and 
others, such ahadith that have no supporting 
narrations.’ 

Ibn Ma c In said, ‘Abu Khalid is suduq, however he is

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not used as proof.’ 

Abu Hisham al-Rafa c iy [ibn c Addi] said, ‘He is suduq 
however he only narrates from his memory which 
is weak so he makes mistakes and errors.’” 

(B) Abu Mu c awiyah al-Darir, whose name is Muhammad ibn 
Khazim, a client of al-Tamimi, al-Kufi. Hafiz Ibn Hajr writes in 
Tahdhlb al-Tahdhlb 73 : 

‘“Abdullah ibn Ahmad said, ‘I heard my father 
saying: Leaving aside the hadith he relates from 
A c mash, Abu Mu c awiyah al-Darir is mudtarib ; he 
doesn't remember them well.’ 

Ibn Ma c In said, ‘Abu Mu c awiyah used to narrate 
manakir from c Abdullah ibn c Umar.’ 

Abu Dawud said, ‘Abu Mu c awiyah was a Murjiyah.’ 

And he said once, ‘He is the leader of the Murjiyah 
in Kufah.’ 

Ibn Khirash said, ‘In his narrations from A c mash he 
is thiqah, but in his narrations from others there is 
idtirab’. 

Abu Zur c ah said, ‘Abu Mu c awiyah held the view of 
irjah.’ Someone asked, ‘Did he invite to it?’ He

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replied, ‘Yes.’” 

Note: It is known that Abu Mu c awiyah did not narrate this 
hadith from A c mash, rather (he narrated it) from c Asim al-Ahwal 
so it will be mudtarib. 

(C) c Asim ibn Sulayman al-Ahwal Abu c Abdur Rahman al- 
Basari. Hafiz Ibn Hajr mentioned in Tahdhlb al-Tahdhlb 74 : 

“ c Ali ibn al-Madinl reported on the authority of 
Yahya ibn Sa c id al-Qattan that c Asim al-Ahwal was 
not a hafiz. 

Ibn Idris said, ‘I don't narrate anything from him, 
and Wuhayb abandoned him because he criticized 
some of his behavior.” 

The second response: Its wording is ‘he did not sit’, not ‘he did 
not recite’, so it is possible that he sat for this amount then 
performed the adhkar standing. 

The third response: This hadith is contradicted by all of the 
ahadlth narrated in the first section concerning dhikr and du c a 
after the obligatory salah. Hence, those ahadlth will be given 
preference because the majority of them are extracted from 
Sahlhayn (i.e. Sahlh Bukhari and Sahlh Muslim ), and what is in

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Sahihayn is more sahih than what is only in Sahih Muslim. 

The fourth response: Her statement “except the amount that he 
will say, ‘0 Allah, You are As-Salam’” is not an exact 
measurement but an estimation. Therefore, it would not be 
makruh to delay to the amount that one could recite ‘There is no 
God except Allah, alone, who has no partners...’; to the amount 
that one could recite ‘0 Allah, there is no one to withhold what 
You would give...’; or to the amount that one could recite Ayat al- 
Kursi, etc. This was mentioned in Fath al-Qadlr, Shark al-Munyah al- 
Kabir, 75 and Shark al-Mishkah by ad-Dihlawi, etc. 

Another objection may be made that the books of fiqh have 
proof that it is disliked to make du c a between the fard. and the 
sunnah: 

In Jawahir al-Fatawa it is mentioned that Qadi Imam c Alauddin 
was asked about du c a after salah, and he replied, “It is better that 
one should join the sunnah to the fard, so that they occur one 
after the other.” 

In al-Khalasah and al-Ashbah, it is mentioned that occupying 
oneself with (performing) the sunnah is preferred to engaging 
oneself in du c a. 

In response to these two texts, I say that they do not prove 
dislike. They only prove that it is better to join the sunnah with

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the fard, and this is a matter in which there is ikhtilaf Because of 
this it is mentioned in Fath al-Qadir, “There is a difference of 
opinion concerning whether it is better to join the sunnah 
following the fard. to it or not.” 

We have already produced those ahadith proving that making 
du c a between the fard. and sunnah salah is masnun or mandub. Due 
to all of these narrations, preference will be given to the 
statement of the sunnah or mandub nature of making du c a 
between the fard. and sunnah salah. 

PART 2 

§ 

The gist of this booklet is that joining the sunnah to the fard. is 
makruh tanzlh, just like the aforementioned hadith of Abu Rimtha 76 
indicates. Ibn al-Humam reported this in Fath al-Qadir. 77 

With respect to putting a separation between the fard. and 
the sunnah, based on the statement of Imam Shams al-A'immah 
al-Halwa'i there is no dislike at all in lingering for any amount of 
time between the fard. and the sunnah for the purpose of du c a and 
dhikr, etc. This is for every musalli, whether it was the imam, the

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follower, or someone who made salah alone 78 . 

According to the statement of other scholars there is no 
dislike at all if the muqtadi or the person praying alone remains in 
their place, nor in their making du c a or dhikr. In the case of the 
imam, there is also no dislike as long as it was only for a short 
period of time. In fact, this is better than him not making du c a at 
all. However if he remained sitting his place for as much as, or 
more than, the customary wird then it is makruh tanzih (i.e. 
contrary to what is best 79 ).
